Gounsel said that the estate was purchased 
in 1918 by Mr. Wilson for the purpose of 
developing it as a building estate. Mr. 
Wilson entered into arrangements with the 
Government about drainage, and in 1925 he 
agreed with the plaintiff to sell her the 
property for £25,000, and one of. the terms 
was that £2,000 should be paid to Mr. 
Wilson; the bank, who had a charge on the 

ive up the title deeds 
when that sum was lodged with them. The 
£2,000 was lodged, but Mr. Wilson was un- 
able to complete the agreement with the 
‘ie tg because there was some delay about 
aying down the main drainage, and it was 
not until recently that. the property was put 
in such “a condition that it could be de- 
veloped. Meanwhile, Mr. Wilson entered into 
an agreemert with the bank, whereby Mr. 
Maunsell was appointed receiver over this 
fifoperty, with power to sell, Mr. Maunsell 
acting both in the interest of Mr. Wilson and 
the property and of the bank, 

Counsel then referred to an affidavit of the 
plaintiff, in which she gave particulars of the 
contract, and stated that prior to her engage- 
ment in this enterprise die was possessed of 
considerable separate estate in London and 
Dublin, and, when she decided to purchase 
the Mount Merrion estate for the dual pur- 
pose of making money and treating it as a 
family property to devolve to her son, she 
realised that it would be necessary to sell 
some of her other property for the purpose of 
buying it. For the purpose of paying the 
deposit of £2,000 she sold certain of her 
property in Wigmore street, London, and in 
Greystones, Co. Wicklow. The defendant, 
I. J. Wilson, purchased the Mount Merrion 
estate for £56,000 about-the year 1918, after 
which he took steps for the purpose of de- 
veloping it, and to this end he was under 
terms from the defendant bank. to expend the 
sum of £10,000 in developing if. Mr. Wilson 
obtained from the Free State Government, 
through local bodies, a grant of several 
thousand pounds, which was spent at his 
instance by the local Council in draining the 
main roads. He promised the persons who 
were interested in the property that he would 
procure a ‘bus service in the neighbourhood, 
and purchased a ‘bus in England for 
the purpose, but no sooner had 
this ‘bus __ arrived in Dublin than 
another regular ‘bus service was placed 
on the éa and was now running. One 
result of all this enterprise was to enhance 
the value of the property, and she was aware 
that the estate hc! been valued by Sir 
Edward Saville at £70,000, and by Mr, Judd, 
of Messrs. Battersby, at £63,750. Previous 
to her buying ihe property an agreement had 
been Áras into with a London firm of 
estate developers and managers íor the pur- 
pose of developing it by the erection of sub- 
stantial identen thereon, and the sale there-

An affidavit which was read on behalf of 
the bank was to the effect that the bank 
had no knowledge of the alleged contract of 
August 6th, 1925, until the plaintiff’s affidavit 
was read in the bank on the Ist inst. A 
sum of £2,000 was received from Thomas John 
Wilson at the Stephen’s Green branch of the 
bank, and was lodged on deposit receipt to 
his credit on August 7th, 1925, but the bank 
had no evidence that that money represented 
what the plaintiff stated 1t was. 

Mr. O'Connor said that here his lordship 
had the facts that there was an agreement 
fo: the sale of this property entered into 
between the plaintiff and the defendant, and 
that a deposit of £2,000 had been paid by 
the plaintiff to the defendant. That agree- 
ment had not been impeached, and in these 
facts the court had always interfered by way 
of an injunction to preserve the subject 
matter of the pending litigation, ) 

Mr. Jellett, K.C., who, with Mr. Marnan 
(instructed by Mr. C.. J. Rutherford), 
appeared for the Bank of Ireland and Mr. 
Maunsell, said that this was an extremely 
remarkable application from many points of 
view. On January 25th an application was 
made to Mr. Justsce Meredith for exactly 
the same relief that was claimed here, and 
was refused with costs. On January 3lst 
the writ in the action was issued, and the 
name of Mrs. Wilson, Mr. Wilson’s wife, was 
never mentioned until this writ was issued. 
It was* perfectly obvious that when they 
found that the application made to Mr. Jus- 
tice Meredith by Mr. T. J. Wilson had failed, 
they then tried this other scheme, and then, 
for the first time, Mrs. Wilson was intro- 
duced upon the scene as the person who was 
supposed to have purchased this property so 
far back as August 6th, 1925. The hank 
never heard of this alleged contract until 
last Monday, and assuming for a moment— 
and it was a very large assumption—that 
this was a perfectly sound contract, the very 
most that the plaintiff could get in the action 
would he damages.

THOMAS STREET FOOTPATHS AND 
A TRADE UNION RULE. 


A number of residents m Thomas street 
were summoned by the police for not having 
the footpaths in front of their houses cleaned 
and swept before 9 o'clock in the morning.

His hours were 
9 a.m. to 10 p.m., with two hours for meals.

LECTURE ON BERNARD SHAW. 


Lecturing on ‘‘ Bernard Shaw: . The Man 
and His Works,” in the Rathmines | Town 
Hall last night, Mrs.-C. Powell-Anderson, 
O.B.E., said that Bernard Shaw was the 
Grand Old Man of Literary Europe. For 
many years it was impossible to mention his 
name without hearing someone ask: “ Is he 
sincere?’ or ‘‘ Does he expect people to take 
him seriously?” It was said that Shaw was 
his own greatest paradox. But the truth 
about him was that he was intensely in 
earnest. He merely uses the mask of humour 
to conceal his gh purpose as reformer and 
idealist. All his life Shaw has been at war 
with most orthodox ideas, social, political, 
ethical. He tells us the most unpalatable 
truths in the most genial manner. 

As a dramatist, Shaw had written so many 
masterpieces that it was impossible to decide 
which was his greatest. Perhaps, it was yet 
to come. 7

‘* HOPELESS 

“When confronted by difficulties the 
Governnrent resorts to the appointment of 
Commissions, and it will go down te history 
as the Commission Government,” said Mr. 
William Norton, T.D., at a meeting of the 
Pembroke Labour Party at the Gilford Hall, 
Sandymount, last night. 

When the Government assumed office four 
years agp, said Mr. Norton, unemployment 
was bad, as could only be expected when 
the country had just emerged from a ruinous 
civil war; but the civil war had long since 
passed. Notwithstanding that, unemploy- 
ment was worse than it had ever been since 
the Government came into office. 

It was cruelly ironical to hear Ministers in 
propagandist speeches declare that trade was 
improving; that things were looking brighter 
and better; that industry was getting on to 
its legs again and that more work was 
coming. Year after year they had heard the 
same story from Government spokesmen; 
but for the unemployed workman the out- 
look was black; there was no trade ór 
employment coming, and, worst of all, the 
Government had made no legislative pros 
posals for the payment of adequate unem- 
ployment benefit to those who were without 
jobs to do. The Government’s record in this 
social duty had heen one of hopeless incapa- 
city and want of sympathy, and such negli- 
gence merited the severest censure of every 
fair-minded citizen.

leh “on; on a special observation train 
from Broadstone Station yesterday morning, 
arty bt sixty members of the 
Institution of Civil Engineers of Ireland, 
accompanied by the directors and engineer- 
ing staff of the Great Southern Railways

laying plant has been in use for the past two 
or three years. The old-time method of 
bringing rails, sleepers and the various neces- 
sary gear to the site piecemeal has been com- 
pletely abandoned, and with the present 
plant the relaying of the line proceeds with 
rege@larity. and speed. . 

Prect y coupled to a standard locomotive, 
and suppled with steam from it, is a van in 
which is mounted a 36 k.w. generating set. 
Coupled to this van are eight waggons, on 
which is loaded a half mile of line in 45 feet 
lengths, with sleepers and rails assembled. 
Running the entire length of the trucks is an 
electric crane, and at the end of the train is a 
cantilever crane projecting over the per- 
manefit way. A seeond conveyor or crane 
runs out on the caritilever, is lowered, grips 
the old rails, and lile a length bodily from 
the line. This is conveyed on to the trutks, 
and a new section is lifted, run out, lowered 
into place and bolted up. The train then 
backs, and the operation proceeds from the 
next section. A ballast train follows and 
supplies new ballast to the newly. laid line, 
The ballast train consists of fourteen hopper 
waggons and a plough truck, which spreads 
the ballast uniformly. | 

With this plant a half-mile of old track 
can be removed and loaded and a half-mile of 
new track -unloaded and fixed ready for 
traffic in four hours at night; and virtually 
no interruption of traffic occurs. . 

It is a wonderful comment on the ability 
of Irish engineers that this, the most modern 
and by far the cheapest, method of relaying 

ermanent way has been originated on the 
Great Southern Railways, and that the 
keenest interest is being manifested ‘in it 
among English and Continental engineers.

CALL FOR REVISION OF 
BUILDING LAWS, ? 

At yesterday's meeting of the Rathmines 
Urban Council, arising out of the minutes 
of the Finance Committee, Mr. Barry said 
that the building laws were a disgrace to 
the township, and needed revision; so that 
the Council would have the ruling of what 
sort of buildings were going up. At pent 
people were free to come along and erect 
any kind of buildings they liked, provided 
they complied with the sanitary regulations. 
On the Rathmines road they had new 
factories erected which were a disgrace, and 
would not. comply with the building laws in 
any city in the world. The Urban Council 
had no jurisdiction to compel the people to 
put up a structure one hundred feet high 
to carry away smoke. Now they had on the 
main road factory chimneys only 15 or 20 
feet high, belching out smoke to the nuisance 
of the occupants of houses on the road. 

Madame Markievicz, supporting the pre- 
vious speaker, said that when houses were 
built in the township they should he built 
in accordance with some-idea of a big town- 
planning scheme in the future. 

PORTOBELLO BRIDGE. 

Mr. Caldwell drew attention to the neces- 
sity for widening Portobello Bridge. This 
was the chief artery from the city, and there 
was a great deal of traffic, not alone on the 
main road to and from the township, but 

. 
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there was heavy traffic on the four roads 
abutting on the bridge, particularly the road 
by the.canal to the military barracks. In 
addition to relieving congestion of traffic, the 
work would give employment, and would 
improve the appearance of the structure. 

After discussion it was decided to refer 
the matter to the Public Health Committee, 
with instructions to take the necessary steps 
to have the work carried out. 

PUBLIC BATHS SCHEME. 

On the recommendation that the sum of 
£1,500 be offered for the plot of ground at 
the entrance to Williams’s Park (100 feet 
frontage and 250 feet deep),

considered.

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FUR AND WOOL FROM 
RABBITS. 


The growing popularity oí rabbit breeding 
for Íur and wool was strikingly demonstrated 
at the recent Bradford championship show 
promoted by ‘‘ Fur and Feather.”” Thousands 
of selected rabbits were entered for com- 
petition, and there was a record attendance 
of the public. That there are possibilities 
for rabbit farming in this country has been 
recognised by the Royal Dublin Society, 
which has for several years provided classes 
at the Spring Show in May. This year the 
Royal Jister Agricultural Society . has 
arranged a section of ten classes for rabbits 


at Belfast show, while rabbit classes will also 


be provided at no fewer than twenty other 
shows throughout the country. 


|The Morant System. 


In connection with the Bradford show and 
conference, an authority of over 40 years’ 
experience dealt: with the Morant system of 
breeding rabbits for fur. This, I understand, 
is particulariy suitable for adoption in 
Trelaud. It reduces labour and food 
costs to a minimum, and the equipment re- 
quired is of the simplest. For small holders 
with an acre or two of land for development, 
commencing with a little good stock, the 
scheme is regarded by those who have studied 
it as hkely to be most remunerative.

Conditions for the establishment of such 
an industry in Ireland are most favourable. 


In England. the breeding of Angora rabbits 


for wool production has reached such a ‘stage 
that a receiving depét, established by rabbit 
keepers for the distribution of Angora wool 
to the mills, is in course of formation. This 
arrangement will guarantee the disposal of 
the rabbit farmers’ product in the best 
market. 

Statistics show that four years ago the 
total yield of Angora rabbits for wool produc- 
tion collected by the spinners from breeders 
in England and France was valued at about 
£660. Last year the figures had :risen to 
£20,000. Furthermore, the spinners say 
that the demand for articles made from 
Angora wool is steadily: increasing, and con- 
siderably larger quantities of aged 
wool can be absorbed yearly. 

What spinners want is a fine clear wool 
of good staple, 24 inches to 3 inches long, 
free from cuts and ‘mats, and white, with a 
bloom on it. Combing is better than clip- 
ping. 
The use of furs on most feminine garments 
led to the scarcity and consequent high cost 
of established furs, and resulted in the intro- 
duction of fur-bearing rabbits, such as the 
Chinchilla, Bevern, Havana, and Argente. 

Quite a number of people have taken up 
the breeding of fur-bearing rabbits in this 
country with encouraging results. If they 
had a medium for the dis osal of the pelts on 
a commercial scale the industry would receive 
a big stimulus. In Britain it receives atten- 
tion from the Ministry of Agriculture and 
Fisheries.

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MECHANISING FARMING. 
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During the last few years the progress of 
the internal combustion engine on the farm 
has been nothing short of phenomenal. The 
small farmer is rapidly adopting it for the 
hundred and one jobs, such as root cutting, 
etc., which take the heart out of a willimg 
man, while the larger farmers are applying 
it to ploughs, harrows,' drills, cultivators, 
reapers and binders, and the many outside 
operations which are generally rush jobs, and 
which must be performed within certain 
limited periods. In transport and haulage it 
has become a vital factor, and its use in 
driving saw-mills, threshers, lighting, plant 
and mills for grinding cern, etc., is increas- 
ing daily. s 
" While advanced mechanical knowledge or 
experience is, not required to operate these 
engines, it is very desirable that the operator 
should have a thorough knowledge of the 
construction and function of each part, and 
be in a position to maintain his machinerv 
economically, prolong its usefulness. and, if 
trouble’ occurs, be capable of immediately 
overcoming it 

It was with this object in view that the 
County Wexford Committee of Agriculture 
and Technical Instruction requested their 
B. Waldron, 
to organise and conduct courses in motor and 
farm engineering in the rural districts of the 
county some three years ago. These courses, 
which have proved very successful, have been 
conducted each year during the summer 
months. 

Each course is comprised of two classes, 
practical engineering and engineering: science. 
Under the former, instruction is. given in the 
use of bench tools, drilling. tapping. solder- 
ing, brazing, etc.. also the complete dis- 
mantling, overhauling and re-assembling of 
an engine and transmission system, A Ford- 
son tractor is used fr this purpose, though 
students often ‘bring their own tractors, 
lorries, cars, etc., for this work. 

Engineering science includes the theory of 
engines, machine construction, and the neces- 
sary mechanics and calculations essential for 
the vroner assimilation of such instruction. 

The deaand for these classes is emphasised 
by the large number of students enrolled, 
and the keen interest evinced by them, a 
number of the men travelling as far as seven 
miles to attend, often in inclement weather, 
and after a hard day’s work during the busy 
searcon. 

With provosed rural electrification, throuch 
the Shannon scheme, engineering courses will 
give qreatly enhanced value, and will be 
capable of considerable development. These 
ara the views expressed before the Technical 
Ranecation Commission by Mr. eS O’ Byrne, 
of the Wexford County Committee of Agri- 
culture and Technical Instruction. 


HATCHING HINTS. 


a mm 


The success or failure of the year’s poultry- 
keeping depends largely on the care and 
method expended during the hatching season, 
which now is beginning. Those who depend 
on Nature’s incubators should prepare proper 
nesting boxes, large enough to allow the hen 
to turn around freely, with light enough to 
let her see her clutch. A layer of sand, 
earth or moul” s'.ould be first put in the 
box: over this a light covering of hay. The 
sitter should be thoroughly dusted with 
sulphur to destroy insects. If she be restive, 
better set her at night, anc cover her lightly 
in the day. Quiet is essential; sharp ham- 
mering or such noises kills the embryo chicks. 

As to the eggs: A good price for reliable 
settings is money well spent. Eggs obtained 
1 post should be laid on their sides in a 
warm room before setting. A low tempera- 
ture destroys the fertility of eggs. They 
should be stored in bran at a temperature of 
60 degrees. If dirty. they must be washed 
in tepid water before setting. Reject (i.) 
every egg under 2 ozs. in weight, (ii,) every 
egg with a thin, gritty shell, or any ‘trregu- 
larity of shape. If possible, hatch no eggs 
of pullets under ten months. 

Breeders are earnestly advised to pay atten- 
tion to size and colour of eggs. The public 
preference for brown eggs must be respected 
if our eggs are-to come to the front rank, 
which the Dutch have won with their Barn- 
velder eggs. 

A cock of this breed is a wise investment, 
and will correct the tendency of Wyandotte 
and Leghorn pens to deteriorate in size, The 
former breed is the mo prolific layer. with 
its magnificent average per bird of 275 eggs 
in the National Tests. ‘t is also an entirely 
reliable winter layer.

THE “ MIXED ** FARMER 
AND STATE POLICY. 
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THE ADVANTAGES OF THE 
NEW POLICY. 


The policy outlined by the Minister for 
Agriculture a week ago tempts us to such a 
mild degree of self-eulogy as may not unjustly 
follow upon the fulfilment of intelligent antici- 
pations! But we shall content ourselves, with 
tue CUMING Ulal ll 15 4 PUNLCY SV alCUi Uaily 
With Le COUNSCIS given LO Tailors DOG On 
this page and eisewhere in the 470164 4 ties 
lial we wits DatuUrauy aive wilh it.

increased production and to couple with these 
improved credit facilities. lt will piace 
witnin the reach of those tillers of the soul 
who are engaged upon mixed farming, and 
who, througu the live stock industry, form 
the backbone of Irish farming, and the chief 
prop to our export trade, ampler opportun:- 
ties for organising themseives, increased 
facilities for being fully informed of the needs 
of the market, and of how to meet them, as 
well as of the growing complexity in tech- 
nique which confronts farming everywhere, 
and how it is to be overcome. It Fun 
more definite co-ordination between the State 
and the farmer, both as an individual pro- 
ducer and as a unit in his co-operative 
organisations. All those primary advantages, 
if not explicitly set forth by the Minister, 
are, we maintain, clearly implied in his state- 
ment to the Dail. and also in President 
Cosgrave’s speech at the general meeting of 
the Chamber of Commerce on the same day. 


Individualism Essential to Success, 

With these results attained, the position of 
the “mixed” farmer should gradually, 
steadily be improved, and his industry be, in 
But will these results be 
attained? We think trey will, as we are 
confident they can be, but on the condition 
that the farmer continues to realise and even 
to deepen his sense of his individual responsi- 
bilities. We have frequently urged that for 
our nation of smal] farmers there is needed 
not so much more laborious work as harder 
thinking. We have passed through a period 
uring and since the war of almost rampant 
individualism. In some fine instances, in- 
dividualism amongst farmers was traiusmuted 
into o0-operative activity ; in many others, the 
spirit of individualism was but thinly dis- 
guised by the semblance of co-operation— 
without the realities. That, we think, is 
about to cease. But we would not care to 
see the pendulum swing so swiftly back that 
the individual farmer ceased to count, even 
in his own eyes. That would be a disaster 
our legislators should not ignore. It is, at 
least theoretically, possible to produce an im- 
proved and increased export, selling at an 
enhanced price, to the great gain of the 


State, whilst yet many of the smaller farmers | 


fail appreciably to improve their now too 
often harassed lot. It is possible we might find 
the better-off farmers so well satisfied for a 
time, as that during the boom periods, which 
shrewd observers are now beginning to descry 
or to predict, they will leave initiation and 
new development in the hands of the Govern- 
ment or of the co-operatives, forgetting that, 
in last analysis. governments and co-operative 
societies are based on themselves. 


The Farmers’ Responsibility. 


The question thus arises: what is the re- 
sponsibility of the farmer towards the pro- 
jected new policies and how can he protect 
himself against becoming an unimportant 
element in a completed mechanism—mere grit 
in the machine? In our opinion, the in- 
dividual farmer’s responsibilities are not 
lessened by the Government's decision to 
make mixed farming more attractive, or even 
by the forging of new and stronger links in 
the co-operatisation of the industry itself, 
provided these keep within fairly narrow 
limits. But there is a danger that he may 
cease to do his own thinking, or may not 
see how to avoid a continual diminution in 
his powers of initiative. There are, however, 
several ways in which even the small farmer 
can protect his proper individualism. and, 
thongh it may seem strange, each of these 
ways is by identifying himself more closely, 
both with the community and with the State. 
Thus, he can study and imitate the progress 
made by his better off neighbours, with 
whose ability to spend more money on pro- 
gressive improvements he will be enabled to 
vie. within reason, through the extended 


credit facilities afforded by credit societies. 


He can keep in close touch with the 
educational programmes of the Department, 
and thus adapt himself to the changing needs 
of the industry. This is what its instructors, 
its classes and its lectures are for. And he 
can study the problem of milk production 
threugh his ‘local creaniery, which will. we 
hope, receive new inspiration, and increased 
impetus from the 1.A4.0.5. 


he Place of the “' Larger’’ Farmer. 


[t is not only the man upon the thirty-acre 
farm, however. who (by utilising the State. 
with its stockbreeding schemes, its cow-testing 
associations, its creamery advances and the con- 
templated statutory Agricultural Credit Corpor- 
ction, and by linking up with the co-operative 
system through the federal sale stseme now 
being successtally initiated by Dr. Kennedy, 
and through the local cresmery and credit 
society) should lay for himself the toundations 
of independence by voluntary association with 
his neighbours. Even the large farmer may 
find himself frozen out in time if he does not 
recognise how rapidly: his industry is being 
changed by modern conditions, and use the 
means now being provided for him of adapt- 
ing himself to them. Indeed, apart from th's, 
he should, in.the general interest, stand in 
with his fellows. That is the surest way, 
not merely to retain independence, but to 
secure for one’s self a share in local leader- 
ship. Such leadership will always be valu- 
able and often indispensable. It would be no 
ultimate gain to Irish agriculture if a com- 
bination of State aid, with a more definite 
type of co-operation than we have yet 
evolved, should: weaken initiative, leaving the 
country unprepared for those new develop- 
ments. which no State can foresee, but which 
we know - world-conditions are constantly 
bringing about. 

In the absence of the large landed pro- 
prietor, we must develop amongst the better. 
off working farmers. a class. who, being 
relieved Of portion of the manual work of 
farming, can experiment ahead of their neigh- 
bours, and try out alternative methods of 
farming. In particular, théy can interest 
themselves in local developments by serving 
on the creamery committees or credit 
societies. For co-operation has uo magic, 
nor even existence, apart from wo-operators, 
nor the State, apart from the producers. Tn.

FEEDING FOR MILK. 


SUGGESTIONS FOR DAIRYMEN. 


A surprising feature about many big dairy 
farms is that good and bad milkers are fed 
alike. Taking one with another the daily 
allowance of feed is about sufficient to cover 
yields of one and a half to two gallons of 
milk, and keep the animals in standing con- 
dition. A result is that with such feeding 
poor milkers are inclined to put on fiesh, 
while heavy milkers are insufficiently fed and 
lose condition. | 

This. loss of flesh is soon followed by 
reduction in milk yield and when once this 
occurs it 1s impossible to restore it. It is 
nothing short of a calamity to allow this 
to happen, for the deep milker constitutes 
the dairyman’s source of profit. 

Where the system adopted is to buy. in 
cows at the beginning of the lactation period, 
milk them dry and sell them in forward con- 
dition to the butcher, it is a mistake 
to attach too great importance to fattening, 
in the early stages at any rate. In the 
feeding of milch cows the primary considera- 
tion is the production of milk. Readiness uo 
condone an early fali in miik yield with the 
reflection that the cow is the more quickly 
getting ready for the butchei is a fatal obstacle 
to solving the problem of economic milk. pro- 
duction. 


A General Ration. 


The best course to follow in feeding the 
dairy herd is to provide a ger &w 1 ration for 
all\cows, which wili supply scticient nutri- 
ment to cover maintenance requirements and 
e milk yield of one or two gallons. This 
vation should be composed of home-grown 
foods, with such additions. as brewers’ grains, 
of which some districts have ready supplies. 
Extra food can then be given according to 
the individual yield of each cow. his 
“feeding according to yield’’ ensures that 
each cow receives sufficient food for the 
quantity of milk produced. Inder this 
system, with the use of well-balanced rations, 
wastage 1s reduced to a minimum; poor 
milkers are not underfed. but induced to do 
their best, while good milkers are enabled to 
maintain high yields. 


Mik Producing Mixtures. 


Suggested rations for maintenance and pro- 
duction of one gallon of milk are as follow :—

A common ration in the neighbourhood of 
Dublin is 17ib, hay, yielding .78lb. protein 
and 5.11b. starch equivalent; 14!b. grains, 
vielding .24lb. protein and 2.2ib. starch 
equivalent; 656lb. turnips, yielding  .6lb. 
protein and 3.9lb. starch equivalent: a total 
of L.62Ib. protein and 11.2lb. starch equiva- 
lent, which is just under the requirements 
of a 10 cwt. cow, yielding two gallons of 
milk—namely, 1.8lb. protein and _ 12.0lb. 
starch equivalent.. An addition of, 2lb. oats 
would bring the ration into balance for two- 
gallon cows. 

Cows on rations such as the above for one 
or two gallons of milk require concentrates 
for each additional gallon of milk they 
produce, The nature’ of this concentrate 
allowance will depend upon the kind of home- 
grown foods available, and also upon the 


market price and availability of various oil- 
cakes. A convenient mixture is one yielding 
20 p.c. protein and 75 p.c. starch equivalent. 
Three pounds of such a mixture provides the 
nutrients required for production of one 
gallon of milk. It can be made up by mixing 
2 parts oats, 

1 part maire, 

2 parts decorticated cotton cake. 

Other mixtures requiring 34lb. per gallon of 
milk to be fed in respect of each gallon of 
milk over the yield provided for in the basal 
ration are: 

(1) Equal parts oats, wheat and decorti- 
cated cotton cake, yielding 17} p.c. protein 
ind 67 p.c. starch equivalent. & 

(2) Five parts oats, three parts decorticate:l 
cotton cake and one part maize, yielding 
17 p.c. protein and 66 p.c. starch equivalent. 

(3) One part oats, one part bran, two parts 
palm nut cake and one part decorticated 
cotton cake, yielding 18 p.c. protein and 65 
p.c. starch equivalent. 

Whiehever mixture is decided upon it 
should be: made up and kept in a bin con- 
venient to where the roots, grains, etc., are 
mixed, A small scoop, holding just Lib. 
of the mixture, can be used to measure out 
the respective allowances into the buckets 
for individual cows whose daily yields are in 
excess of the yield provided for in the

“FARMERS AND MILK 
DEPOTS. 


A progressive North Dublin farmer, who 
gave up raising crops for sale because of 
the poor financial returns, recently went in 
for milk production. Crops, formerly grown 
for market are now converted into milk, which 
ás sold wholesale at 1s. and 1s. 2d. per gallon. 
The milk is collected at the farm by the 
wholesaler, and the prompt cash payments 
received help to keep the farm in full swing. 
All the food required by the herd of 20 cows 
is grown on the farm, and heavy milkers are 
fed more than light ones. The average milk 
yield is reported to be good, though no 
definite figures are available; yet, the owner 
asserts that his farm. is not paying. At the 
same time, the price of milk to consumers 
ranges from 2s. to 2s, 4d. per gallon. 

In order to obtain better prices for their 
milk, our informant suggests that farmers 
should open up depots through the city. 
Here, he says, milk could be sent to con- 
sumers direct, or they could call for it—the 
middleman being eliminated.

FLOGGING SUGGESTED IN | 
STRABANE CASE. 

When James Boyle, Gallony, Strabane, 
pleaded guilty at Omagh Crown Sessions 
yesterday to the charge of cruelly ill-treating 
- his child, James, aged two years, Mr, Carson, 
Crown Solicitor, said that the case was the 
worst that had ever come before the Court. 

Judge Linenan read the wife’s deposition, 
which stated chat the accused man made the 
child eat tobacco, and frequently put it out 
of the house at night. Often he. beat the 
child with a strap, and on one occasion he 
leld the child near the fire until it sustained 
serious burns on its body and had to be 
medically treated. 

Captain (Josselin, R.M., who occupied a 
seat on the Bench, said that he would be 
in favour of having the prisoner flogged. The 
accused man seemed to be fond Mi fogging, 
and he should get what he gave the child. 


The Judge said that he agreed. If they 
were authorised to impose flogging that was 
certainly a case for corporal punishment. 

Addressing the prisoner he continued : 
“You inflicted gross and barbarous treatment

If he was not 
re-elected, the result would be that he would 
disappear from the arena of public life. 

INDEPENDENCE ESSENTIAL.

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LICENSED AS RESTAURANT. 

A sequel to the recent Kit Cat Club pro- 
secution was the application before the St.

Sir Walter Gibbons, in evidence, said that 
he was in the club when the police raid was 
made, but he did not know that drinks were 
being sold in prohibitive hours and ta people

The application was opposed by the London 
Temperance Council and others, but the 
Bench decided to grant a licence for one year 
and three months, on the condition that the 
premises were to be used for a restaurant 
only, and that no intoxicating drinks were to 
be sold without food as a , Bows fide meal.

MISS JELLETT’S. LECTURE. 


The second half of the season’s programme 
of the Dublin Literary Society was opened 
last ma with a lecture by Miss M. Jellett, 
the only serious exponent in this country of 
the ultra-modernist school of painting. She 
had quite a large audience in the iety’s 
rooms in Lincoln Chambers. 

The lecturer, for the most part, confined 
hetself to a sketch of the history of art from 
the primitives of the fifteenth century to the 
successors of the post-impressionists. Almost 
as it wére by incident, in the course of her 
story, she made a plea for the benefit of the 
doubt with regard to any picture of any 
particular school. The plea was cleverly con- 
veyed by bringing before her audience the 
mental attitude of half a dozen characteristic 
types of people who look at pictures. She 
was quite entertaining when she told of type 
number two, the literary type, who expect 
every picture to tell a story. To such people 
““The Doctor,” in the Tate Gallery, was high 
art, but a photograph of the same picture 
would make the same appeal to them. Un- 
fortunately the literary, or story-telling 
attitude, towards pictures was the rule with 
the British public... people approached 
pictures without pre-established prejudices 
they would be surprised at the results, 

Using a very indifferent lot of reproductions 
as illustrations,, she analysed the methods 
of the different eras of painting, from Fra 
Angelico’s down to her’ own work. In the 
course of her renarks she advised everyone 
with a taste for art to study the El Greco, 
“Vision of St Francis,” one of the greatest 
works of the Spanish master, a picture which 
the National Gallery and the Irish people 
owe to the greatness of Hugh Lane. 

In her own work, she said, there was an 
attempt to create in the abstract right from 
the beginning, as musicians do. She aimed 
at harmony and form and colour, obeying 
the laws of composition of the early Italians 
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People. are beginning to learn that it does 
not pay to make a building ugly.—Mr. 
Baldwin.

ANNUAL MEETING IN DUBLIN.

Sm,—With reference to “' Agricola’s 
letter on the subject of tariffs, published in 
your paper on the ist inst., I should like 
you to permit me to point out that he is 
losing sight of a most important point—1.e., 
the question of mass production. 

He states that ‘‘a duty on imported boots 
is obviously no use to the home boot manu- 
facturer unless, by excluding competition, Jt 
enables him to demand and obtain a higher 
price for his manufactured article.” i 

Now, if a Free State maker, prior to the 
introduction of the tariff, sold 2,000 pairs of 
boots, costing £1 per pair, at 15 per cent. 
over the cost of the material and workman- 
ship, it would bring him a return of £500 
per year for rent, etc., and personal profit. 

he were enabled to increase his output 
to 10,000 pairs per annum, the production 
costs woul assuredly be very much less, ac- 
cording to all experience, and he could well 
afford to sell at 5 per cent. over the cost of 
material and workmanship, and as trade grew 
he would be in a position to compete on level 


terms with the producers in other countries.—
